Pressing LIGHT lights the display for about 5 seconds even in the hold state (See 
back of page). 




• Insert the batteries in the correct po- 
larities to avoid leakage and damage 
to this unit. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, or

• Remove all the batteries if the set 
will not be used lor a long period of 
time. 

• Do not use rechargeable type bat- 
teries. 



When the batteries are weak 

The OPR/BATT indicator will become 
dim or turn off, and then: 




Leaving the unit in this condition 
erases the contents of the memory. 
Replacing the batteries within 30 sec- 
onds will retain any stored information. 




Auto reverse 

Play will continue, looping forward and 
reverse sides, until ■ (stop button) is 
pressed. 

Notes: 

•Before playback, be sure to set •AM/ 
FM/OFF to "OFF, 

•When closing the cassette holder, be 
sure to push the cassette holder 
firmly against the unit, and turn 
OPEN LOCK until it locks. 

•Do no1 open the cassette compart- 
ment cover during tape operation. 



•Between functions (during play, fast 
forward or rewind), always press 

■ (stop button) first to avoid jamming 
. the tape. 

•When the tape reaches the end after 
fast forward or rewind, press 

■ (stop button) to release the button. 
• If you press •AM/FM/OFF to switch 

on the radio during tape operation, 
the button will not be released even 
though the motor has stopped. In 
this case, press ■ (stop button) to 
release the button.

Water Resistant (Splash Proof) 

This unit is splash-proof and is not de- 
signed to be used under Water. 
Please note the following points to 
avoid possible damage to the unit or 
the headphones. 

• Do not drop into, or splash exces- 
sive amounts of water onto the 
unit and headphones. 

• If the unit or the headphones get wet 
with water or sweat, dry them with a 
soft cloth. 

•Do not open the cassette holder near 

water or sand. 
•Make sure there is no sand or dust 

around the cassette holder. 



•Do not expose the unit or the. head- 
phones to salt water. 

•Since water in the headphones jack 
may cause damage, cover it with at- 
tached rubber cap when the head- 
phones are not in use. 

•Do not leave the unit and the head- 
phones for a long period of time in 
high temperature and high humidity 
area' such as bathrooms or damp 
basements, etc. 

•To prevent water from entering the 
cassette compartment, be sure to 
turn OPEN LOCK until it locks the 
cassette holder closed. 



Listening caution

Do not play your headphones or ear- 
phones at a high volume. Hearing ex- 
perts advise against continuous 
extended play. 

If you experience a ringing in your 
ears, reduce volume or discontinue 
use- 
Do not use while operating a motor- 
ized vehicle.

To establish a safe level: 
•Start your volume control at a low 
setting. 

•Slowly increase the sound until you 
can hear it comfortably and clearly, 
and without distortion. 

Once you have established a comfort- 
able sound level: 
•Set the dial and leave it there. 



Get into a habit of cleaning the head 
assembly (after every 10 hours or so) 
with a cotton swab dampened with a 
little alcohol.
